RMSTRONG’S Linowall is a permanent, beautiful, linoleum-like 
wall covering made of a resilient composition processed on a closely 
woven, flexible fabric backing. Because Linowall has the characteristically 
smooth surface of linoleum, dirt, grease, and smoke or water marks can 
easily be removed by wiping with a damp cloth. Linowall is resilient and 
is not subject to chipping or cracking. Surface moisture does not injure 
this linoleum-like wall covering and seams can be made waterproof. 

At less cost, Linowall offers practically all the advantages of other 
permanent wall treatments and in many instances affords qualities not 
obtainable in other materials. Its facing of color is 14,” thick and assures 
greater durability than is afforded by tile and marble substitutes with a 
finish only a few thousandths of an inch thick. Properly installed, Arm- 
strong’s Linowall assures walls that do not require periodic refinishing.

FROM FLOOR COVERING TO PERMANENT FLOOR 


... the growth of Armstrong’s Linoleum as a quality flooring material 


Linoleum was invented in England in 1860. It was 
developed for use in kitchens and back halls to protect 
floors from spilled water, tracked-in dirt, and hard 
wear. Although durable, washable, and comfortable 
underfoot, it was far from attractive in appearance and 
for over a half a century was considered as no more 
than just a good, practical back room floor covering. 

In 1917, however, the introduction of the felt layer 
method of installation by Armstrong made linoleum a 
permanent floor, rather than just a floor covering, and 
opened up a complete new future for linoleum. With 
the elimination of brass edging and unsightly seams, 
consideration could then be given to the creation of 
designs that would make linoleum appropriate for use 
in rooms where attractive appearance was essential. 

With the introduction by Armstrong of such effects 
as Jaspé, Embossed, and Marbelle, linoleum won ac- 
ceptance as a flooring material for all types of floor 


areas. The wider use of linoleum led naturally to the 
development of Armstrong’s Custom-Craft Floors 
which provided a broader decorative scope than had 
ever been possible with any other type of flooring. 

Today, linoleum is widely accepted by architects 
and interior decorators and has proved itself a real aid 
in room planning. Instead of being merely something 
to walk on, a linoleum floor becomes a vital part of the 
decorative scheme. The idea of linoleum floors in every 
room in the house is no longer unusual, and distinc- 
tively designed floors of linoleum are used in living 
rooms, dining rooms, and bedrooms in hundreds of 
America’s finest homes. And even more widespread 
has been the acceptance of linoleum for use in commer- 
cial interiors and public buildings. In smart shops, 
offices, schools, hotels, and wherever the public walks, 
linoleum floors of every possible type . . . from simple 
designs to elaborate custom effects . . . will be found.

TYPES AND GAUGES 


In the organization of the linoleum portion of this pattern book, the line has been 
divided according to type and gauge. First, starting on Page 22 is Plain Linoleum which 
is offered in the 3¢”, Heavy, and Standard Gauges. Following this are Jaspé Linoleum, 
starting on Page 28, and the Marbelles, starting on Page 32, both of which are also avail- 
able in the 36”, Heavy, and Standard Gauges. The Monobelles, beginning on Page 61, 
are offered in Heavy Gauge and Standard Gauge. Embossed Inlaid Linoleum and 
Straight Line Inlaid Linoleum are made in two gauges, Heavy and Standard. The Heavy 
Embossed patterns start on Page 69 and are followed by Heavy Straight Line on Page 91. 
Standard Gauge Embossed will be found on Page 112, preceding the Standard Straight 
Line patterns which are shown on Page 132. 

In ordering, it is suggested that you see the information shown under each coloring 
or pattern for the specific gauge or gauges in which it is available.

PLAIN LINOLEUM 


Colors that run the whole range of a painter’s 
palette can be had in Armstrong’s Plain Linoleum. 
Above, the interesting Color Harmony Wheel strik- 
ingly demonstrates how the colors in the wide as- 
sortment of Armstrong’s Plains are harmonized for 
maximum decorative effectiveness. 

Each of the segments in the wheel is a Plain Lino- 
leum pattern. Starting with White No. 23, notice 


how the line is toned through three gradations of 
gray to Black No. 27. Then observe how this same 
blending of tones is carefully carried out in the 
blues, greens, reds, and other colors. 

Another important fact is that any given tone of 
any one color is such that it can be used next to the 
corresponding tone of another color without produc- 
ing an abrupt, “jumpy” effect in the finished floor.

ODAY, with custom floors growing in importance, 
the “color-harmonized”’ feature and wide range of 
colors in Armstrong’s Plains are of real value. 
Helpful, too, in the planning of smart individualized 
floors is the generous assortment of the lighter and 
more decorative colors. These colors not only contrib- 
ute greatly to the interest of inset designs, but they 
also have wide appeal as field colors in rooms where 
modern styles of decoration are employed. The fact 
that these colorings are so close in tone to the lighter 
colors that appear in many current patterns of Mar- 
belle, Monobelle, and Inlaid Linoleum is also important. 
In addition, Armstrong’s Plain Linoleum is a thor- 
oughly serviceable flooring material. The colors run 
through the full thickness of the composition and, as a 
result, scuffing feet do not mar the beauty of color for 
which Armstrong’s Plain Linoleum is noted.

ARMSTRONG’S FLASH TYPE 


Flash type cove base is a device for producing a sanitary rounded corner at the 
point where the floor meets the wall. It is constructed from simple parts furnished by 
Armstrong. These parts—binding strip, corner pieces, and end stops—are made of a 
sturdy plastic material that is highly resistant to denting. They are supplied in six 
popular colors, red, brown, blue, gray, black, and ivory. Colors won’t chip or rub 
off. Complete installation specifications furnished on request. 


1. Armstrong’s Plastic Binding Strip No. $-19—This strip is nailed to the wall 
and runs between the other plastic parts, so that its upper edge conceals the raw 
edge of the linoleum that is coved up to it. (See illustration below and at right.) 


2. Armstrong’s Plastic End Stops—Wherever the cove base does not butt to a 
fixture, then the exposed edge of the linoleum is covered with either a right or left 
end stop as required. Right end stops are furnished in 4 4” (No. S-25) and 6” (No. 
S-27) sizes. Left end stops come in the same sizes, 4 14” (No. S-26) and 6” (No. S-28). 


3. Armstrong’s Plastic Outside Corners—These pieces, used at 
vertical outside corners, protect the linoleum from bumping. Before 
being nailed in place, it is recommended that the back of the outside 
corner piece be filled with plaster (see Specifications). Plastic out- 
side corners are available in 4 14” (No. S-22) and 6” (No. S-24) sizes. 


4. Armstrong’s Plastic Inside Corners—These pieces, used at 
vertical inside corners, provide a streamlined, highly sanitary type 
of construction. Pieces are merely nailed into position. Note bottom 
flange on inside corner which permits secure anchoring to the floor.

AND HOW TO USE IT 
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This color wheel demonstrates that the same color can be had in many different values—light or 
dark—and in many different intensities—dull or bright. The sections outside the black circle differ in 
value. The sections inside the circle differ in intensity. There are, in general, three kinds of color 
combinations or color schemes—Monochrome, Complementary, and Related, as shown at the right. 


Simple Rules for Attractive Use of Color and Selecting Correct Patterns 


While professional decorators need broad training, 
the average person can do wonders with color alone if 
he knows how to apply a few simple rules, because color 
is the most important factor in interior decoration— 
and in floor style. It is not even essential that he know 
the general characteristics of the period styles. 

There are three primary colors—red, blue, and 
yellow. By mixing pairs of these in equal amounts, the 
secondary colors (orange, green, and purple) are pro- 
duced. Orange, for example, is a mixture of red and 
yellow and, as can be seen at a glance, lies halfway 
between red and yellow on the color wheel above. 


Between the primary and the secondary colors lie 
the colors that fill in the wheel, such as red-orange, 
yellow-orange, yellow-green. There are infinite num- 
bers of these mixed colors; but we can learn all we 
need to know about color harmony from the main 
divisions on the wheel. 

Colors vary in two ways—in value (lightness or 
darkness) and in intensity (brightness or dullness). 
The different sections in each wedge of the wheel are 
exactly the same color; but the sections outside the 
black circle differ in value, while the sections 
inside differ in intensity. For example, the color we

call ‘‘brown”’ is not really a separate color at all, but is 
just a low-value, deep-intensity orange. 

Below is explained how these colors can be used to- 
gether to form harmonious combinations, simply by 
relying on the principal kinds of color schemes... 
Monochrome, Complementary, Related, and Repeat. 


SELECTION OF PATTERNS 


There are a few simple rules which govern the selec- 
tion of patterns to be used with decorative periods. 

Begin by making simple classifications of rooms on 
the basis of whether they are formal or informal in 
general feeling or decoration. Generally speaking, 
Marbelles, Monobelles, Plains, and Jaspés are the most 
appropriate materials for the formal type of room. In 
addition, the Armstrong Line always carries a selection 
of formal-type patterns. Some of the best types of in- 
formal patterns are to be found in embossed. 

Too many strongly-patterned designs in the same 
room should be avoided. If the wallpaper carries a 


strong design, floor and draperies of the plainer type 
are in good taste. Floors with strong designs should be 
used with plainer draperies and wallpaper. 


BORDERS AND LINOSTRIPS 


Borders should be at least as dark as, or darker than, 
the field. A light border with a dark field generally 
gives a bad effect. The width of the border should be 
roughly proportioned to the size of the room. Exces- 
sively wide borders should always be avoided. When 
cove base is employed, the coved portion makes the 
border seem wider. 

Where borders pass in front of shallow irregularities 
in the room outline, it is generally best to keep the 
field side of the border straight and allow the width of 
the border to vary as necessary. When breaks in the 
room outline are larger, use a border of uniform width 
and let it follow the broken outline. 

In laying out custom floors, the first rule is to keep 
them simple to avoid upsetting the harmony of a room. 


FOUR APPROACHES TO 
COLOR HARMONY 


A Monochrome color scheme is com- 
posed of a number of units of the same 
color which vary only in value and in- 
tensity. For example, look at the green 
wedge of the color wheel. There are many 
variations of the same color which can 
be combined to create an attractive scheme. 


A Complementary color scheme com- 
bines colors which are opposite each other 
on the color wheel. For example, blue may 
be combined with orange. Yellow may be 
combined with purple. Red may be com- 
bined with green. 


MONOCHROME 
e 

A Related color scheme is one in which 
colors in adjacent wedges of the color 
wheel are combined. Examples of related 
color schemes are: red-orange and orange; 
orange and yellow-orange; yellow-green 
and green; blue-green and blue. 


The Repeat Method: Every Arm- 
strong pattern represents, in itself, a care- 
fully worked out and perfectly harmonious 
color combination. The skill and talent of 
the Armstrong designers guarantee this. 
Consequently, we can use what is called 
the “‘Repeat’’ method, building a color 
scheme by the very simple process of re- 
peating, in the decorative scheme of the 
room, one or more of exactly the same 
colors that appear in the pattern.
